One more instance of the continual 
efforts made by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway to assist the farmers of 
Western Canada has come to light. 
The C. P. R. has tecently purchased 
a shipment of 45 carefully selected 
milch cows from the vicinity of Owen 
Sound, Ontario, for the shipment to 
the Canadian Pacific Demonstration 
farm at Strathmore, Alta,, next spring.
